EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

for triggering a mail piece quarantine indication, an image scanner for scanning the face 
of a mail piece, a communications system and a detection system for providing sender 
and recipient information for quarantined mail pieces; and 

a server connected to the plurality of hazard detectors for receiving scan 
detection data, determining a notification method and for communicating the notification 
to at least one of the sender and the recipient.
